DX--amateur radio stations in foreign countries. A DXpedition 
is a trip made to put a station in some rare spot. 


HARMONICS--children of an amateur. 


HAND-HELD or HT--a small transceiver of the walkie-talkie type. 
Usually used on the 2-Meter band. 


LANDLINE--the telephone, sometimes called the Twisted Pair. 
LID--a very sloppy and thoughtless operator. 

MACHINE--a repeater station. 

OM--old man, any male amateur. 

RAG CHEW--a long conversation between amateurs by radio. 


READING THE MAIL--listening to other amateurs in conversation 
without entering into the conversation (QSO). 


TURKEY--an amateur who has a habit of dropping things from 
towers, puts his foot in it in general, and who usually 
has to use a rubber screwdriver. 


WALLPAPER--the collection of certificates, QSL cards, and 
awards that an amateur collects. 


YL--a female who may be 1) an amateur; 2) an amateur's wife 
(also known as an XYL); 3) neither. 


ZULU--short for Zulu Time, 
Greenwich Mean Time. 


88--love and kisses. 


Coordinated Universal Time or 
All these use 24-hour clocks. 


73 (best regards--the amateurs' way of ending a QSO).

THE SUMMER OF '79

Fred (N4AFN). I humbly apoligize for anyone 
I may have overlooked. But don't forget the 
"Sky-boys". They have assisted with the 
construction, modification and repairs of 

at least a dozen towers and/or antennas this 
summer. The majority of their weekends have 
been spent "up in the air." They have become 
"specialists" and I'd say their experience 
qualifies them to be so called. It takes a 
special skill and talent to climb a hundred 
feet in the sky and wrestle with a ten foot 
section of tower or a thirty foot antenna. 
And everytime I watch them do it, I feel a 
certain amount of awe and a whole lot of 
pride. 


My first experience was the construction of 
our own tower, and since then I have tagged 
along whenever possible in every conceivable 
capacity. I am photographer, "go-fer", 
ground crew, appointment secretary, publicity 
chairman, business manager, and fan club. 
There have been numerous experiences worth 
sharing--some of them hilarious, some more 
serious, but all of them experiences I'm 
grateful I could be a part of. 


I do about the 10 degree list?" Instant 
tachycardia! You gotta give these fellows 
credit for a sense of humor. 


Next came the completion of our tower and 
then Ray's the very next day. That was the 
first time I had watched them climb. It was 
a little frightening at first. Now I'm 
getting so blase' I don't have to watch every 
minute. The only thing that concerns me is 
that switch of the belts around the guy 
wires. The lanyards are an added safety 
feature when they remember to use them. 

Once I hear that reassuring "snap" of the 
safety, I can relax for another while. 


Jim's tower was up and looking mighty tall 
and stately, but there was no antenna. There 
was a trucker's strike and the TH6 had been 
delayed somewhere. Ray was assembling his 
and planning for an antenna party. Jim was 
sulking and tl.teatening to steal Ray's-- 
still no TH6. Fourth of July came. For 
lack of something better, Jim climbed a 
hundred feet and hung a full sized American 
flag at the top of the tower. He said, "It 
may not bring in the rare ones, but it sure 
makes one H--- of a flagpole." 


Rollin was on vacation the week of the Fourth. 
After the net one evening, the middle-aged 
college pranksters devised a scheme to hang 

a flag on Rollin's tower also. But this one 
would display his 3 x 3 call sign, TUR & KEY, 


plus.a large picture of said fowl. Jim 
asked, "Who can we use for a model?" Two 
meters went wild with "BREAK--BREAK--BREAK. " 
It took us both to pull his foot out of his 
mouth that time. 


Rellin enjoyed his welcoming banner so much 
that he planned immediate retaliation. The 
next Friday while we were at work, Rollin 
hung LARGE BRILLIANT letters between the guy 
wires that spelled WA4LID. The nervy 
guy even-borrowed the spray paint from Jim. 
Not wanting to give away his secret on the 
air, Rollin referred to his banner as "The 
Eagle". He told me, "The Eagle is flying." 

I replied, "The Eagle looks terrific." We 
couldn't wait for Jim to get home. When he 
finally did see it, there was little doubt 
which of his "buddies" was responsible. On 
the net later, he described the banner and 
gave the culprit full credit. Then he added, 
"By the way, the Eagle is now wearing shoes." 
Rollin had left his dress shoes on our carport 
when he changed to his climbing boots. They 
were now tied on the tower at the 85ft. level. 


But back to more serious tower work. The next 
project appeared to be a 50 ft. windmill tower 
for Bruce (WD4DTI). This was a bit different. 
It was like working with a giant erecter set. 
It would go slowly. The fellows thought it 


might take two trips. Would you believe four? 


The second day saw the tower complete down 

to the last bolt. But that last bolt would 
not go. One leg was just enough high that the 
plate on top would not bolt to all four legs. 
They struggled and sweated, but finally had 

to leave the job incomplete. It was sad to. 
see two grown men cry: They wanted so badly 
to see it finished. 


That was a miserably hot day. Jim was drip- 
ping perspiration off his elbow onto Rollin 
below him and Rollin was dripping so he didn't 
even notice. Jim called for ice water to be 
gent up the tower. Carolyn, Bruce's XYL, . 
brought a quantity of water in a large plastic 
pitcher with a lid. It was tied to the rope 
and hoisted up the tower. Jim turned it up 
and enjoyed a long drink and then lowered it 
to Rollin. Rollin tipped the pitcher and 
had a cool swallow and thought how good that 
would feel over his sweaty brow. He tipped 
the pitcher over his head; the lid fell out-- 
and the water--and the ice. Thank God he was 
safetied in. The shock would have caused him 
to fall.. His expression can never be de- 
scribed or duplicated. He climbed down and 
stripped off his T-shirt, and three ice cubes 
fell out. {If my camera had been in my hand, 


I could not have captured that moment,’ but 
I will never forget it. 


In the meantime, Jim's antenna had arrived, 
and that was the next order of business. 
That, Dear Friends, was something to behold. 
You would not believe the smoothness and 
simplicity with which that monster glided 
up 105 feet and settled into position. 
Again, they say it's the ground crew, but 
I'm stubbornly impressed with the ability 
and/or capability of WA4A00 and N4AWR, 


Then, of course, another trip to Louisburg. 
Oh, Bruce's tower and antenna would be a 
long story in itself. It's finished now.. 
Bruce is happily DXing and Jim and Rollin 
are satisfied. Of course, the word "WIND- 
MILL" still sends them both into g tizzy. 

I try not to remind them of it. I know 
that in time they'll be all right. Never- 
theless, those days in Louisburg with good 
friends have been some of the most enjoyable 
of the summer. I think in a way we'll miss

This summer also included a tower for 
Joe (KB4RR) and an antenna on a 30-foot 
pole for Jesse (W4JG),, not to mention 
at least one more act of vandalism aimed 
at Ray. A banner the length of his tower 
suggesting “Californian Go Home" welcomed 
him back from the beach one weekend. 


Now time was running out. Jim was scheduled 
for minor surgery the first part of October, 
which would ground him for the rest of the 
season. There was a lot remaining. Al 
(N4VF) had an antenna to go up. Ray's ro- 
tator needed to be taken down for repair. 

A directional error needed to be corrected 
for Joe. Thirty additional feet of tower 
and a couple of antennas for John (WD4ODS), 
and antennas for Bob (KJ4S) and Charlie 
(WD4NAC). 


Well, Congratulations, Fellows, you did it. 
In a matter of five days, I watched you 
make a combined total of twenty trips 
straight up, and climb collectively 1260 
feet. That's a lot of tower--a lot of work. 
But you two are a terrific team. No re- 
quest has gone unheeded. No one was left 
out. No one was disappointed. In this 
particular year of such exceptional possi- 
bilities, no one will miss out on the ac- 
tivity because you just couldn't get around 
to him. Now that summer's over and the 
work is done, I actually think they feel 


a little sad. No one has enjoyed the antenna 
parties more. When they're not climbing for 

a purpose, they do it for fun. And the great- 
est reward is knowing they've contributed to 
"the art" in the way they are best able. 

Make no mistake. I do not intend to imply 
that these are the only towers that were 
erected this summer nor the only worthwhile 
work that was done. This is a story of my 
experience and the people involved---and 
that's the only story I'm qualified to tell. 
Nevertheless, I know I'm not alone in saying,

For the newcomer to DX'ting, it isa 
chance to work a lot of new countries, 
work all continents (WAC) and generally 
give the "ole rig" a good workout.
